Process of Making Butter. 


To the Editor of the Whig fy Courier : 


The following aiticle I found among the man- 


uscripts of a valued friend, a good farmer, who 


is now no more to mingle with earthly scenes); 
and supposing it might be of service to some 
of your readers, I place it at your dispoa^L 


Yours. 


The firgt object of the dairy woman ie to keep 


every article used in the manufacture of Buttpr, 
perfectly sweet and clear—and to observe cire- 
:ully thdt no foreign ingredient gets into the 
milk pail 
Take the milk from the cow over 


night, keep it perfectly cool, so that in the warm- 
est weather it does not sour—add the mommg s 
milk the next morning to the preceding night's 
milk without any additional heat—as soon as the 
milk appears to change, churn it. 
In summer, 


this change generally takes place about ten 
o'clock—in colder weather it requires to be kept 
longer for tins purpose. 
Say in spring and au- 


tiiriin, Ihe pulk1 upffrst mess may be kept till the 
day following, and then it requires Ihe addition 
of warm water to be added to tbe milk, to bring 
it to the proper temperature for churning;—but 
in no case is Uie milk lo he heated except by the 
addition of warm water. 
The precise time for 


churning IE to be carefully watched and at the 
first indication of change (or sourness) put it in- 
to the churn. Churn in the usual mode—and 
when tbe bullet is well come there is to be a 
hole with a plug in the bottom of the churn 
where the butler milk is to be drawn off. 
Cold 


waler of about half the original quantity ot milk 
is to be poured into the cliurn, and the churning 
renewed and continued until the buttei is entire- 
ly separated from the butter milk—this may be 
easily learnt by practice and observation. 
The 


sutler is then lo be taken out with a wooden la- 
dle and sail worked into it wilh the ladle. 
Let 


t stand about an hour, then work it over again 
—tins operation to be repeated at the interval 
of an hour two or three tunes and at all times 
with the use of the ladle until the salt and butter 
are thoroughly combined. The butler is then in a 
suitable state for moulding, or to be put down in 
ash kegs or stone pots. The salt to be used is 
to be blown salt. The quantity of sail may be 
varied to accommodate the taste of the consum- 
er 
When butter is to be packed down for 


keepiag, strong brine is to be made with the ad- 
dition ot nail petre, Ihe whole well strained and 
poured on until the vessel is full. 
The keg or 


pot is first to be wet inside all lound with pickle
